; Accordingly, as a comment on this hint, we 
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. enforce a greater fenfe of jultice towards us. 
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have feen a refolution brought into the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives, authorifing the Prefident 
to take meafures effe€tually to proteét our 
commerce againft thofe flates. Believing it 
to be a found pofition, that thefe predatory 
nations will never be brought to reipeét fut- 
ficiently the rights of this country, whether 
derived from nature or irom compact, with- 
out firft being made to feel its power, there is 
no difpofition to condemn the efficacious em- 
ployment of force. Yet, confidering the 
maxims by which thofe ftates are’ governed, 
and the obftinacy which they have evinced 
upon other occafions, it is likely that a policy 
of this fort will be attended with contfidera- 
ble, and with no very temporary expenfe. 
This alone is conceived to be a conclulive 
reafon again{t parting with any portion of 
our be a income; n&hing could be lefs 
advifable, at a moment when there is the 
profpeét, if not the projeét, of a general rup- 
ture with them. 

“Hitherto the propofal for facrificing the in- 
ternal revenue, has been tried almott wholly 
by the tefl of expediency ;—it is time to put tt 
to a feverer teft; to that of Rrght. Can the 
propofed abolition take effeét without wn- 
paring the Pusiic Farru? 

This is a queition of infinite moment to 
the charatter of our Government—to the 
prof{perity of our nation. If it is to be an- 
fwered inthe negative, it muft be matter 
of found regret, that a propofal which could 
wive rife to it, fhould have come trom the 
fir Magiftrate of the United States. 

It is hardly neceflary to premife, by way 
of explanation, that to pledge or appropriate 
f.® Is fora public debt, is, in effect, to mort- 
gage them to the public creditors for therr 
jecurtty. Retracing our financial fy{iem to 
its commencement, we find the iMpolt and the 
excife on diltilled {pirits, repeated!y and pof- 
itively pledged, firft, for the payment and 
intereft of the debt, next, for the reimbuffe- 

rent of certain infla!ments of the principal. 
It is truce, the appropriation is qualified by 
the words, ‘‘ fo much as may be necelflary, ” 
but the public faith is engaged in exprefs 
terms, that both the funds fha!l contiwne to 
be levied and colleéied, until the whole debt 
faall be difcharged ; with the fingle referve, 
that the -gaveryment fha!l be at liberty to 
fubflitute other funds of equal amount. It 
follows, that thelfe éwoztems of revenue con- 
ihitute a pornt fund for the fecurity of the 
nublic creditor, co-extenfive in duration 
with the exiftence of any portion of the 
debt : andit is to be inferred that the Gov- 
ernment, contemplating the poflibility of a 
deficiency im one, intended that the other 
fhould ferye as an auxiliary, and that the 
co-operation of the éwo fhould effectually 
guard the creditor againft the flu@uations 
and cafualties to which either /ingly, might 
beexpofed. Anticipating, however, the pof- 
fibility that éhe one or the ot/wr, in whole or 
in part, might in practice bé*found incon- 
venient, a right was celerved to exchange 
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either for an adequate fubjlitute. But it is 
conceived, that this does not imply the right 
to exchange the one for the other. The et- 
fet would be effentially different in the two 
cafes : in the firft there would always be 
two funds, aggregately of the fame or fim, 
ilar torce and value, to fecuresthe creditor ; 
in the laft there would be only one: trom 
being double, the fecurity would become 
fingle. 

This mode of reafoning is the only one, 
upon which the rights and the interefts of the 
creditors can fafely reft : It is plain and in- 
telligible, and avoids the danger of erroneous 
(peculations about the /eparate /uffictency ot 
the ref{pe€tive funds. Admitting, however, 
forthe fake of the argument, that this is too 
rigid a conftruétion of the contraét, and that 
when one of the two funds fhould have ac- 
quired a flable increafe, which would ren- 
der it equal to the purpofe of the pledge, it 
might then be made to ftand in the place of 
both: yet, furely, neither the purity of the 
public faith, nor the fatety of the creditor, 
will endure the application of this principle 
_toany other, than an afcertained refult.— 

Neither, certainly, will tolerate, that merely 
a reajonable ground of confidence {hall au- 
_thorife fo material an a!teration in the ef- 
fence of the fecurity which proteéts the 
debt. 
The foregoing reafoning as to the queftion 

of right, may be turther elucidated by the par. 
ticular provifionin the Aét* which introduced 
the excife on diftilied fpirits. After a per- 
manent appropriation of the proceeds of the 
tax to the intereft of the debt, it provides, 
that the furplus if any there fhall be, at the 
end of each year /hall be applied to the re- 
duction of the principal ; unlefs that furplus 
or any part of it fhould be required for public 
exigencies of the United States, and fhould 
be fo appropriated by fpecial ** A&ts of Con- 
grefs.’’ While at this early period of our fi- 
nances it was not thought expedient to appro- 
priate this furplus ab/olutely to the Sinking 
Fund, it was contemplated that it fhould not 
be diverted except for public exigencies. 
_Gratuitoufly to relinguilh it, is therefore 
contrary to the letter as well as to the {pirit 
of the original inftitution of the fund. The 
like obfervations, though with leis force, ap- 
| ply to the provifion noticed in another num. 
ber, refpeéting the furpluffes of the revenue 
generally, which, as we have feen, are all ap- 
propriated tothe Sinking Fund. Atthe fef- 
fion of Congrefs immediately fucceeding any 
vear in which fuch furpluffes. may accrue, 
they may be {pecially a/propriated or re. 
Jerved by law, tor other purpofes; but if 
this be not done, they are then to go of courfe 
to the Sinking Fund. To appropriate or to 

_ referve, plainly, can never mean to relinquifh. 
The tryg meaning of the provifion appears, 
theretore, to be that, though Congrefs, under 
the reftri€tion expreffed as to time, may ap- 
proprvate or re/erve thofle furpluffes for oth.

I: would feem that the families which 
were difperfed after the confufion of languag- 
es, did generally, for feveral ages, purfue the 
occupation of fhepherds; which is an inter- 
mediate flage between the favage and the civ- 
ilized ftates. The favage lives by hunting 
the wild beafts : the fhepherd tames the moft 
ufeful kinds of animals, and feeding and tend- 
ing them, gets his livelihood from their milk 
and thei flefh: and this kind of living is fo 
fimple that it does not require, unlefs in a 
very {mall degree, the aid of the mechanical 
arts. But wherever hufbandry flourifhes, it 


-betokens a flate of confiderable civilization 


and knowledge, inafmuch as a variety of ufe- 
ful arts are neceffarily affociated with it. 
Jacob and his fons when they went down in- 
to Egypt, were fhepherds, and they and their 
defcendants ftill purfued that occupation in 
the land of Gofhen, till, having been brought 
into flavery, they were employed by their op- 
preffors as brick-makers, mafons, &c. 
When the Hebrews emigrated: from Egypt 
to Canaan, they muft have carried. with them, 
(at leaft in fome {mall degree) the knowledge 
of the ufeful arts, which were pratticed in 
the country that they had left, “and particu- 
larly a degree of knowledge in hufbandry ; 
efpecially as the facred records wiinefs con- 
cerning Mofes their leader; ‘** that he was 
learned in all the wifdom or. fcience of E- 
gypt.”” Accordingly, the Hebrew nation, 
having witneffed in their bondage ftate the 
immenfe advantages of hufbandry, and {till 
‘‘ remembering the leeks and onions of E- 
gypt,” became, fome of them, praétical hul- 
bandmen, after their fettlement in Canaan. 
They cultivated the vine and fowed and reap- 
ed their fields,—and Gidecn, a gallant young 
man, received a call to lead their armies, 
while he was threfhing wheat.

multitudes of ingenious mechanics and arti- 
ficers into his own kingdom ; who were em- 
ployed in building the temple and other mag- 
nificent works. 





In the mean time, that 
wife prince, in opening fources of commerce, 
greatly encouraged hulbandry and ftimulated 
induftry by enabling the farmer to fell or ex- 
change to advantage the furpluffes of his pro-

_CAPTAIN CARVER, whofe travels into 
the interior parts of North America have 
been read with fuch avidity, foon after he had 
finifhed his tour, went over to England, to 
acquaint adminiftration with the difcoveries 
he had made.

And when the contention 
between the mother,country and her colomes 
became ferious, impreffed with the fame idea, 
and having a perfett knowledge of the coun- 
try, and the difpofition of its inhabitants, he 
was always a flrenuous ‘advocate for lenient

Inthe year 1778 he more than once repeated 
ihe circumftances of the foregoing dream ta 
the writer of this; and as hofiilities had then 
commenced, was niore fully coafirmed in his 
Opinion that it foreboded the annihilation of 
Great Britain’s fovercignty over her colo- 
nies.

Mr. Goddard was unacquainted with the condu@ of 


the houfe formerly. Yefterday he did think the con- | 


du& of the heufe was very ftrange when it was by fome 
claimed to be the firft republican reprefentation under 
the new con ititution, was there not a temper unbecom 
ing the legiflatune of a great nation ? Did not it appear 
fo when a gentlemen from Maffachufetes (Mr. Bacon) 
whofe age, and fteady fober habits, he revered rofe in 
his place, and declared that fooner than agree to any poft- 
ponement,he would fit there for 48 hours. He thought 
fuch a temper did not become thofe who were about tom 
correct the ine of conduct pu:fued for twelve years paft. 
Are gentlemen afraid to truft themfelves, that they op- 
pofe the recommitment of the bill ? Were they afraid 
to have the queftion fully difeuffed ? He never did a 
gree to yote for 30,000 as the ratio, The arguments cf 
the gentleman from Maffachufetts (Mr. Euftis) ftruck 
him as forciblg that a principle appeared tu be former 
ly fixed, that the ratio of reprefentation fhould increafe 
with our population. Mr, G, thought the bill ought to 
be recommitted as the return from Tenneffee was_not 
before them and no legal return frem another flate 
The cenfus was the bafis of legiflation on this fubjec 
He wifhed that ratio to be fixed that would be beft a 
dapted co the interefls of the United States, nor ws he 
afraid to troft himfclf or others on this fubje&, which 
did not appear to be the cafe with thofe oppofed to a ree 
cominitment. 4 

Mr. Rutledge thought that caimnefs did not exift 
yefterday, that fhould always be obferved by the houfe 
If one genticman was williug to ftay, others were not. 
Hehad heard of pe:manent feffions of a legiflature & 
of great corruption that enfued ; and he did not with to 
fee the experiment here, It frequently occured yefter 
day that when gentlemen rofe to deliver their fentiments 
there were repeated calis for the quettior, and there- 
fore gentlemen would not force themfelves upon the 
houfe. The gueftion fhould be fully debated, this had 
not now been the cafe. He allewed it had been full 
ciently debated whether it fhould be 30 or 33,000 bat 
He was for 35,c00 
and hoped it, would *stain, not by any new light thet 
weuld be thrown on the fubject, but as feveral perfons 
yeftercay expreficed themfeives in fivor of a higher 
number he belicved many would vote for 35, We did 
not fee why they fhou'd have the doors flamed upon 
them and be thus prehibited from further debate with 
reipe&t to higher numbers. His ftate felt a deep_inter 
eft in the fubjec&t, and fthovld vote for a recommit- 
mient. ' 

Mr. Bacon faid a principle reafon urged for a recom. 
mitment was the unbecoming and unmanly condud of 
the houfe yeflerday, and he had been held up as cm- 
inent in that unworthy aflair. The gentieman from 
Connecticut (Mir. Goddard) had difcoveied in him a 
cifpofition unbecoming his age and dober habits of his 
nitive flate. 

{Mr. Bacon yefterday ftated thst he refpected the gen-” 
tleman from Conne@icu: and their flate where he was 
born and brought up. } 

He copfcfled he did not think it frarge yefterday 
when fome gentleman affigned as a reafon for poftpsn- 
ing the ‘ill, that the Jaft return from Maryland had 
not been compared with the former return when they 
were told it was on the clerks tabie where th:y mighc 
fatisfy themfelves by comparing it with the former 
which was alfothere.

Mr. Dana cou!d not pretend to meafure the minds of 
the other gentlemen by his own though fome appeared 
to go on that plan. He coul! not wrap himfelf up in 
his own fuperlative intélligence and fay that nothing new 
could be adduced, and he thought when fuch in'inua- 
tions were thrown out there was a want of that urbani- 
ty which fhould prevail in the hovfe He and his 
friends were charged with urging veneccflary delay, he 
felt no folicitude tor any further difcuffion of the fubj-&, 
but he did feel a folacitude as to the impropriety ot their 
proceedings. Yefterday manilefted that public bodies 
are at tines actuated by frong fympathy and pufh fore 
ward with imtemperate zeal and an obflinacy unfavora- 
ble to fair difcuffion. 

Mr. Dina then detailed the neceffary formalities in 
the returns, if they were not complied with the bufinefs 
ought not to be rathly pafled over.

Mr. Nicholfon did not believe that pafling over the 
informality of the returns in filence, as gentlemen call it, 
will exempt the Marthals from the penalty, but he 
thought by pafling a law to legalize the returns would 
fcreen them. ‘lwo reafons are afligned for going into 
cammiuttee of the whole again on this bill. One to pafs 
fuch laws, The other to tcuffle again for the ratio 
which he cenfidered as fairly fixed yefterday.. ‘Ihe 
greet object of the gentleman from Delaware was to 
feu ile again for the ratio, by perfevering he hoped to 
fucceed—perfeverance was very commendable but he 


hoped that gentleman would pardon the majoiiry if they 
alfo perievered. 


Gen. S Smith. It has been obferved on the pro- 
ceedings of yefle:day hat a fair open difiuffion did no: 
take place. He con‘effed an obftinacy was difcovered. 
He had been the greater part of his life in minorities 
and he never faw a minority difcover fo much obftinecy 
as yciterday. ‘The chfervatien of the gentieman from 
Maffachufects was not a relinquifhmen: of his fteady 
habits, byt an evidence of them ; and he believeed that 
declaration obtained the vote. Calculaticn was a fair 
gronnd of decifion on this fubje&, and it become fome 
gentlemen to examine whether in wifhing to take a 
higher ratio, they were not a@tuated by a fpirit of en- 
vy towards Rhode Ifland, that becaufe the had lately ta- 
ken a more proper bent in pelitics they wifhed to de- 
prive her of one member.—A higher ratio, would alfo 
deprive republican Maryland of one member asd give a 


greater proportional weight over her to another ftate 
not republican. 


Meflrs. Grifwold, Southard, Deunis, T. Morris, Eaftis, 
Bayard, Rutledge, S. Smith, Elmeg and Goddard contin- 
ued the difcuffion. . 

The qu:ftion for recommith.2nt was taken by ayes and 
nays. Ayes 38, nays 55. 

The bill « as then read a third time and paffed. Ayés 
8s, nays 4, and the hovfe adjourned about 4 o'clock, 
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
